1 . Newly submitted claims 26-48 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: claims 26-34 and 42-48 are 
directed to a method that "in response to receiving instruction to save, marking said current loop 
as used and designating a next available sequence of frames of a predetermined duration as the 
current loop, said instruction to save other than an instruction to replay". Originally claimed 
method in claims 14-23 was "in response to user selection, enabling the user to selectively view 
either said first loop or said second loop". Obviously two methods are of different scope, claim 
different steps and do not require to have inclusion of steps claimed by another. Therefore the 
inventions are distinct and fall into restriction requirements by the original presentation. 

Similarly, claims 35-41 of present amendment claim a device having user-selectable 
buttons corresponding to replay and save capabilities, and a controller to detect the selection of a 
save button and in response, to detecting said save button selection, mark the sequence of frames 
of said current loop as used. The original claims presenting a device of the invention claimed "a 
controller to selectively save stored successive sequences of frames of predetermined duration as 
a first loop or a second loop in response to a user input, and said controller to selectively play 
back either said first loop or said second loop in response to a user input", i.e. claims distinctly 
different in scope inventions. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
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on the merits. Accordingly, claims 26-48 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
anon-elected mvention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.
